The round, red sun hounded superbly 
Into the heavens and gazed upon 11 
scene Hint wits ns utiunital na It was 
Impressive. The rugged slopes of the 
Cuiiiherlatit! mountains In the north 
rested under a blanket of moving ob¬ 
ject* lit blue, mill at the foot of the 
range thousands of men In the gray 
uniforms of the Confetlerney were 
slowly nppronehlng like <1 huge storm 
cloud. The muskets reflected steely 
shiifta of light lu the hiiii'h rays, the 
cabers of officera clanked noisily, 
horses neighed 11ml whinnied ami 
pranced, mill thu thunderous trend of 
the Ihutismitls shook the ground. The 
gray cloud came nearer mid nearer, 
uml when within half a mile of the 
Federal forces the low toned tinier,

Ilia bead waa torn by a shell bursting 
near, and from a ragged bolo lu Ids 
braaat his lifeblood oozed lu frightful 
gushes. In tho grateful shade of n 
large liowider ho spread himself at full 
Icugtli aud, praying fervently, with 
feeble voice, gazed with face distorted 
Into tho Iduo sky above. 

' A figure on a liold peak attracted Ida 
eyes, uml au be gazed It came ulowiy 
down toward him with extreme cau¬ 
tion. It was tho liurd. and he carried 
III Ida hand a liook uud a pencil. Hoc- 
lug thu dying uoldlcr, he came to Ids 
aide, knelt 011 0110 knee uud said* 

"Your name, my inuu'/" 

A voice almost lnurticulute, choked 
with clotted blood and enfeebled by 
lacking breath, replied as the uoldlcr 
turned Ida fuco wearily to tho bard: 

"Lutber Murgrove, air." 

Iteforu tho |>oet spoke again thu uol- 
dler heaved a deep, traiuuloua sigh, ut¬ 
tered thu words, "At last," aud suuk 
Into a profound aleep. Tho hard watch¬ 
ed tho red face, heated with excite- 
incut and distorted hideously with thu 
savage spirit of wur, alowly melt to a 
less ferocious expression. A purple 
flush atolo slowly into tho cheeks, a 
white, glussy film obscured thu eye¬ 
balls, thu eyebrows settled evenly, and 
then, us tho fucu ttccamu snowy white, 
tho bard knew that life waa now en¬ 
tirely extinct, that thu uiau had gone 
from Ida life's dwelling and wus now a 
being of another world. 

Tho (met stole reverently uwuy aud, 
goiidug thu high eminence whence lie 
had couie, gazed eagerly on thu fright¬ 
ful havoc wuged far below him lu the 
valley. Au the sun suuk from u yellow 
sky to rest liehlud tho purple iuouu- 
tula* fur uwuy uud sent his last de¬ 
parting sliufts ut thu figure on Ibe 
peak, clothing ldiu lu a golden hula of 
light, thu liard raised Ids baud* aloft 
aud cried:

The mangled soldier by the bowlder 
died iu obscurity for bis country's 
sake, his flesh shriveled lu tbc but rays 
of uiauy suus, aud bis boues were 
bleached to a snowy white. This muu. 
who endured tho fiendish tortures tt 
wnr, suffered agony uud bled bis last 
•park of life awuy for tli* future of his 
country, died uukuowu and unheard 
of. But the poet’s uuuie echoed uduwu 
the passages of years aud was the 
•yuouyui for all that la grand uud sub¬ 
lime. ,

Mr. Editor: 

In your last week's Issue Mr. Hawes 
sdmlts that I am perfectly correct in stat¬ 
ing that In some places It Is customary 
for the committee to delegate to the 
superintendent ami principals the re¬ 
sponsibility of appointing teachers, hut 
lie claims that this custom Is an ovation 
of the law. Let us aim. If the Ian 
required me to spell Nebuchadnezzar, ami 
It w as extremely desirable that the spell¬ 
ing i*e correct, I should consult Noah 
Webster and folhur A (a iidrtrf. In like 
manner If the law require* that the teach¬ 
ers of Greek, Latin, French, ami German 
Im examined and selected hy a school 
board whose spokesman ami apologist Is 
unable to w rite a grammatical letter even 
In English—I am thinking now of Mr. 
H.'s tlrst letter In the Gazette -It Is clear 
that the Interests of the town demand 
that lu such cases the committee secure 
expert advice and follotr that mfr/rr. 
Such expert advice may Im obtained from 
the *u]mrlntcndent and principals. 

But It may Im objected that my opinion 
Is of little value and I therefore hasten to 
give the opinion of the highest authority 
lu the state in such natters, that of the 
State Board of Kduratlon. This hoard 
In Its sixty-third annual report, that for 
IS8S I HUH, takes note of the Increasing 
tendency of school committees to dele¬ 
gate their powers to the superintendent, 
amt that tendency la warmly commended. 
The following quotations will Im of Inter¬ 
est: “Here again If the committees re¬ 
spect the professional Judgment of the 
superintendent and are guided hy It, few 
mistakes are made,—provided, of course, 
the superintendent Is worthy of the trust: 
but If. a* Is frequently the ease, Ids 
recommendations are Ignored or not 
called for, there are likely to Im mistakes 
committed, either through errors of 
Judgment or something worse." Further 
on the report says; “One fact Is brought 
out clearly hy the returns,—the fact that 
a su|mrliitcndcnt should Im employed to 
do, not wlint the school committee can 
do, hut what they cannot do. Ills scr- 
\ Ice ought to Im that of an expert." And, 
to cap the climax, they recommend 
(P* 520 to school committees the follow¬ 
ing rule: “It shall tm the prerogative of 
the siqH-rlutcndent to recommend suitable 
person- for positions as teachers, and the 
Imanl shall elect no teacher not reeont- 
mended by the superintendent.” 

In closing this |«rt of the discussion It 
should Im noted that the self-sacrlltelng 
obedience to law now professed hy our 
school hoard Is a tender plant of recent 
growth. For In the town report of IKON 
I Hint the superintendent was paid $ 12.40 
for “procuring teachers and supplies.'' 
ami In the report for tM'.ilt lie was paid 
again for “procuring teachers." 

In view of all the above mentioned 
facts it would appear that, Inasmuch as 
Mr. II. Is absolutely sure he was not “un¬ 
intentionally misleading." lie was Inten¬ 
tionally misleading. 

In conclusion I ought to add a few 
words that an* new, for Mr. II. Is correct 
In saying that my second letter was 
mainly a restatement of my Itrst, ami Mr. 
It. A. Newton Imgs me to “turn on thr 
Iftfhl." Since the latter gentleman fails 
to specify w hat kind of light Is wanted, 
or w hat Is to lie Illumined, I will light a 
tallow candle and Illumine an Item that 
apimared In a town report a few yvara 
ago,—It Is an Item nmordlngthe “resigna¬ 
tion" of a teacher w hom we will call Mr. 
Black. Thla gentleman had Imen a very 
efficient and satisfactory teacher ami Ids 
work had tM*en freely praised hy Ids 
associates. As far as the superintendent 
knew, no adverse criticism had ever come 
from any Intelligent sour re. With all 
these facts well known to every member 
of the committee the proposition was 
made the following June to throw out 
Mr. Black to make a place for another 
whom we will call Mr. White. In spite 
of the protest of the superintendent, ami 
the acknowledgement of several niciidmrs 
of the hoard that Ihe plan ought not to lie 
carried out, Mr. Black's election was not 
brought up at the regular clcctlnu of 
teachers. The only reason given by the 
chairman of the Isianl was that they wer<- 
not reaily to ael on Ids appointment. The 
sii|mrlnlemlent waited In Weymouth until 
the middle of July, vainly hoping to In* on 
band when the matter of Hie reappoint- 
incut of Mr. Black was acted u|M>n. Im¬ 
mediately after lie had left town the com¬ 
mittee met, dropped Mr. Black ami elected 
Mr. White. That In brief la (he story of 
the “resignation,*' and for the correctness 
of the story I have the necessary docu¬ 
mentary proof. The chairman of the 
lM»ard explained aftcrwanla that the 
above action was taken not because hr 
wished It, but because the ap|>ulntmcnt of 
Mr. While was urged by promlueut citi¬ 
zens, among Uiem iu> friend who urged 
uie to “/urn «u thr UyUC. Tills Incident 
rcndmls us of (lie fart that our remote 
ancestor, although he |K*rsonally did not 
like apples, once couscutcd to take oue 
out of deferunce to the wishes of Eve. 
Thu supposition that Mr. Black was 
dropped for Incompetence Is hardly ad¬ 
missible lu view of the fact that lie taught 
the next year In a neighboring tow ii at a 
greatly lncrca*<*l salary. It Is true that 
our committee saved a few dollars hy 
making the change, aud I prophesy that a 
week from date there will appear lu thr 
Gazette a letter from some iimihImt of thr 
sehtNil tMiard ex plaining that the change 
was caused solely hy motives of strictest 
economy. I also prophesy that two 
weeks from date I shall make an Interest¬ 
ing analysis of the economy argumeut. 
In the sume letter, which will Im* my last, 
I shall sum up the t (hear case, ami analyze 
the statements which Mr. II has pre¬ 
sented. 

The Black White east- which I have 
mentioned Is merely s>mptoinatic of w hat 
Weymouth has lieen enduring for several 
years past. In the same words with Mr. 
Tweed, but with a dllterent thought lu 
luiml, I ask the people of Weymouth. 
“What are you golug lo do alsmt It) 1 "

I have been asked to refer to that public 
life of Ids, w liieli lu tliut yonder city was 
Inspiring— characlurixcd by leadership, 
uud helpful in lui-ilc and versatile ways 
to tlie w hole eoiniiiiiiiity; and yet you can 
easily see the results of that life from 
w hat lias Im-cii depicted Imre ill outline, 
for behind all external manifestations and 
grouping of them comes into your mind* 
now—your loving mwlltatl«»nw—that there 
were lu him, a* in every strong personal¬ 
ity, deep springs accounting for (lie 
varied out-flashing. 

He had the human touch; lie had the 
pulse fraternal with humankind! lie 
read tlie pages of eoinmotiseiise, and 
understood the law of human experience. 
Ills hand never chilled as vicissitudes 
altered relations. Men felt the manly 
I * Midi, uud children beheld lit ills face tlie 
ilglit of kindness ami friendship, even 
from the old to tlie young. 

There was a second trait which made 
for him Ids success iu life. He had tlie 
Imekoultig vision! Woe to that young 
man or young woman w ho sees not shin¬ 
ing oil llm future an ideal so Imckolillig 
llial ull tiling* Imcoinc secondary to It— 
it* struggles iu life, for tlie realixatiou of 
it—tlie indomitable will, tlie sensitive 
conscience, the Imagination, tlie sccklug 
that takes In ull possibilities. Friend 
Thomas saw shiulug dowu tlie years be¬ 
fore him a vision of a high type aud ideal 
of eliixeushlp, of ottlelal service, of every* 
thing that inukc* a man good, rich and 
helpful in this American life 

Aud there was a third element working 
to leud otliers to glorious ends, the faith¬ 
ful performance along dallv duty, of that 
which seemed to him a command from 
the heights above. My friend, with 
whom I shared rich eximrietiees, they 
throug around me and speak w lih tongues 
more chsjurut even tlian his! 

I note that lie brought Into the iicrfor- 
iiiuucc of small aud obscure duty the rich 
inspiration of tlie vi»lou which lie lias 
seen oil the moiiut.

A FIGHT WITH 
COLD TYPE. 

BOW TSISC Ml.TAL BRRV»:il

My first rununlntmice with the Apneliu 
came nliout in the tiuiHt unexpected limn- 
tier and nt a time w hen 1 was wholly tin* 
prepaml tu receive such distinguished 
visitors. 

It was in the fnll of 1882. I had been 
hi I«n Vegas, New Mexico, nliout six 
months, working In the jnbrooui of The 
Dully Optic, then lending dally in the ter¬ 
ritory. I had not nccutnuintcd much 
tnniicy. About the only thing I hnd ac¬ 
quired was a desire to get back to drill- 
zution and the ambition to become the 
proprietor of n newspaper. It happened 
uImiui thnt time that a big excitement 
broke out over the discovery of gold at 
Kingston, near I .tike Ynllcy. Then 
“Hums" lvistlcr. reporter for The Optic, 
cume to tne and said: 

“There la a lino opening for n paper 
down nt Kingston. Why can’t wc g<> 
down there nnd atart one? It won't cost 
much nnd will be o paying investment." 

1 told him 1 w as willing if 1 could sco 
any wny to get the press and material to 
work with. 

"Tlint la easy enough," ho answered. 
"There Is an old 'Champion' press in the 
Junkroom of this otiice which they ofTcr 
to sell to ua cheap on the installment plan, 
and if you are willing we'll go in together 
and give the thing a trial." 

1 readily accepted this offer, and hasty 
preparations were made to move our 
traps to the new El Dorado. 

We took the evening train on the Santa 
Fe road ami went to Matt station, aao 
miles from I.as Vegas. From there wc 
had to mako our Journey by wagon, a din* 
tnnee of 40 miles. Wc hired a wagon 
and team at Nutt station, and loading In 
our press and other materials we act out 
for the near town with light hearts and 
bright expectations 

We soon fell in with a half doccn other 
wagons on their way to the newr mines, 
and though there had been some trouble 
with the Indians In that vicinity a short 
time before, we thought that our number 
would ward off any attack, hut in this wo 
were mistaken. 1 bad never met any of 
the Apacfaea before, but It was a wild, 
picturesque place they selected for our 
first meeting—far from the influence of 
civilisation and the United States army. 

We bad camped on a little knoll, on ev- 
ery side of which stretched the unbroken 
monotony of tba sagebrush aod tho dark 
Mexican thistle. It was a grand sight 
we wltoraaed the next morning when the 
sun rote ont the sea of prairie desert and 
revealed the cloudllke peaks of the 
mighty llocklca looming through the gray 
mist of corliness.

But to retnrn to the eccne. It was a 
grand sight that met oor gaxe that morn¬ 
ing. But there was one thing that marred 
ita loveliness and lent a gloom over tbc 
party. In the background, coming slow¬ 
ly toward our camp, was a gapg of 
Apache Indiana. This went n great way 
toward destroying the beauty of the wild, 
picturesque scene. 

The Optic reporter, wbo had brought 
along an opera glass, climbed upon a 
wagon and surveyed the advancing host. 
Then he quit surveying and dlmbed down 
from the wagon and commenced to put 
a bridle on our fleetest hone. 

"Boys,** he said with the nlr of one 
wbo had come to a foregone conclusion, 
"I am a mao of few words. Those In¬ 
diana may he friendly and they may not 
be. If they are friendly. I'll see you back 
at the ststlea. and If not. I'll get the de¬ 
tails of the butchery In the dally papers." 

Then be moonlcd the animal and was 
In the act of riding away when another 
gang of Apacbes waa discovered coming 
from tbe opposite direction from the first. 
This gate matters another aspect to the 
man no tbe horse, and ha turned about 
and dismounted. I could are that be was 
disappointed about something, though he 
said nothing. 

I thought U strange at the time thst two 
separate gangs of Apaches should happen 
to meet at that particular spot, but my 
acquaintance with them since has given 
me reasons to bellcre that the meeting 
was not altogether accidental ou their 
part. We held a hurried consultation to 
decide whether we should meet them as 
"friendly" or ''hostile" Indians. 

The Optic man remarked that If he had 
bis wsy about It be would rather not 
meet them at all, but aa we could not 
avoid It be waa In favor of showing fight 
from the first. 

Another member of tbe party said be 
waa afraid that would not do. They 
might be "friendly," and any attack oa 
them In that case would result In our In¬ 
curring the displeasure of the Uolu-d 
Rtates government 

Tbe Optic man replied that such might 
be tbe case. and. while he was a good 
friend of the United States and would 
hate to seem uureasonable, yet be wouM 
rather Incur the 'displeasure of Lis best 
friend than be robbed and burned at the 
stake.

meeting with a Winchester chorus by the 
entire company. But we decided to wait 
developments. It Is a hard matter to trli 
a "friendly" Indian from a “hostile" one. 
The only sure test le to wait and ace how 
they art. If they pass you without show- 
tug tight, asd thru CUAUc hit* k iu the sight 
aud steal your horses, th. y are frU-udiy, 
but if they kill and scalp you they are 
“hostile." 1

Is what tho government require*, nnd ev¬ 
ery tmdy should oU*y the government. 

The two lino, of apprenrhing Indians 
halted Ju*t out of rifle range, nn.l n *«>li- 
tnry warrior rode out from one of their 
line* aud enine in the direction of our 

camp. 

lie made ii signal for some of us tu 
come out from our wagon* and, slipping 
a revolver in my boot leg, I ndvnured to 
meet him. 

"How!" he said, ns I came up In speak¬ 
ing distance. 

"I’m not feeling very well this morn¬ 
ing." I answered. "I'm n little homesick, 

I guess, t'lensant weather we're hav¬ 
ing." 

He ignored the speech und drew him¬ 
self to hi* full height. 

"Me mighty chief, floronlmo," lie ex¬ 
claimed, slapping himself on the breast. 

I was nlxuit to tell him that was good 
and to rake in the ante, when 1 mucin- 
tiered | might mill my scalp if I ever got 
back to civilisation, nnd snid: 

"Hind to see you. Mr. (leronimo— hare 
rend of yotmin the Nt. l«oula pnper*. 
Hope you nre well." 

"Me want heap to ent," he cxelnimcd. 
"All right," I answered, ".lust come 
up to our enmp-we'll hnve breakfast 
ready presently." 

As I turned nnd looked in the direction 
of our camp I saw thnt the other line of 
Apnches hnd sneaked up to our wngnns 
while our attention had been fixed on the 
eliicl. Indians nre very entitling, tie 
siguilVd his warriors to follow-, and we 
were nil soon back nt the camp. 

There were altout ItO of them, and they 
all slnlil for brenkfast nnd eonsuine.1 
enough provisions to hnve done our party 
two months. Then the chief wiped 111* 
mouth and said: 

"Want um horses." 

We told him thnt we needed our horses 
and did not intend to give them up. 

"Kill um then!" he exclaimed, drawing 
a long knife and flourishing it in the nir. 
nnd Id* notions were followed by the 
other Ml warriors. 

We didn’t want to lie killed—thnt Is. 
the majority of us didn't—nnd we told him 
to take the horse* along. I hnd become 
very much attached to our horses, but I 
wn* also very much attached to my scalp 
—thnt I*, it wn* very much nttnehed to 
tne, and I knew- It was of "no value If 
detached," so I kept silent. After they 
had l:cl|ied them«elvr* to our horse*, the 
rlilef approached me nnd snid: 

"Himme um watch." 

I gave him my watch without further 
parley. I didn’t want to hoar those 
Words "kill um" ngnin If I could help It. 

He next asked for my coat nnd a pair t 
of red suspenders I had on—in fart lie 
asked for everything he saw with a child¬ 
like confidence that wn* touching to lie- 
bold. It was very fortunntc ho met u* 
when he did. for he seemed to bo out of 
everything thnt was necessary to mnkc | 
liis life happy. After he hnd tnken every- ► 
thing we hnd thnt he could enrry away lie ‘ 
still seemed dissatisfied and went through 
our Ihixcs ngnin, smelling of the vlnegnr 1 
nnd the pepper sauce bottles la a vague 
soil of wny. 

Then he railed hi* braves around him 
and rode away. When the Indians were \ 
a few rod* away, Ivistler of The Optic 
turned to u* nnd snid: 

"Are those friendly Indinns?" 

"Yes." answered the tnon wbo hnd ad¬ 
vocated n penco policy; "they arc evl- ' 
dent I v friendlr. and it 1s our duty to re¬ 
port their actions to the Indian agent." j 
Just then. Iieforc wc could prevent It, 
Kistler, who had grabbed a gun from one 
of the wagons, sent a bullet Into the 
ranks of the Apnchea. j 

In n moment tho wildest excitement 
prevailed, nnd with a series of snvage ' 
yells they whipped up their ponies till out ' 
of range, nnd then wheeled about and be- | 
gnu circling around as, yelling and firing 
as they rode. I 

It was fortunate for us that the most of 
our nrtns nnd ammunition, being conceal¬ 
ed in the liny in our wagons, had escaped 
lieliig found by the Indinns or we would 
hnve been wholly at tbclr mercy. There 
was nothing left for aa to do hut fight, ' 
now tlint it was commenced, and a mo-1 
merit Inter every gun and pistol belonging 
to our party waa brought forward and 
put into service, and a telling fire was 
poured into them as they awopt past us. | 
Kistler. armed with a double barreled 
shotgun, kept perfectly cool, loading and 
shooting an fast os he could. 

Aguln and ognlu tho Indians charged 
n*. nnd each time from our breastworks ' 
behind our wagons we poured a deadly 
tiro Into them, sending them back with 
one or more of their number dead on the 
ground. The shotguns in our party were 
doing dcsjl.v work, bat presently It was 
announced that our supply of shot was 
exhausted. 

Kistler snid nothing at this, hut took n 
hatchet nnd broke open tho box that con¬ 
tained our type. Then ho took a baodful 
of "Ioug primer" and loaded his gun. Ilia 
example was followed by tho others, nnd 
when the Indians charged ua agniu they 
were greeted by a do»e of cold ty|ie. 
w liirh seemed to make a great Impressiou 
on them. Again and again they charged 
tin, nnd each tltno wc distributed a show* 
er of cold pewter among them. For the 
next half hour the siege was kept up with 
"long primer," and as tbc supply of that 
was exhausted we commenced to pour 
"upper case" Into them In a most gener¬ 
ous nnd lavish manner. When these 
were all used up, we commenced using 
mixed chnrgcj of spaces and exclamation 
points. Then when tbpy mad* another 
charge wc gave them a dose of quads and 
display type, which so discouraged them 
(hot It was plain to see that they had got 
enough. 

"You see," observed Kistler grimly, 
"the press exerts a great Influence In this 
country, even among tbe Apacbes. I 
don't believe they will come again." 

His words proved true, for they soon 
left us. taking their dead and wounded 
along. Two of our party had been slight¬ 
ly wounded, but nono was killed. Hint 
night we walked back to Nutt station and 
the nest day purchased some horses, aud 
In roiiipauy with serernl citisens returned 
for our wngous to Cud that they had been 
burned by the Indians iu our absence. 

We did not consider the press worth 
moving nfler it had passed through the 
fire and left it there, where it coo be seen 
to this day. half buried iu the sagebrush 
by the roadside. 18 miles front Nutt sta¬ 
tion ou the old Kiugstou road.

TAIL 
live of the nation making extensive 
trip* through the country, nntuhly the 
tour* of President* Andrew Johnson, 
tlrover Cleveland nnd Benjamin Harri¬ 
son, lint none of these compared In 
point of time nnd dihtaueo to the Jour¬ 
ney that President McKinley Is nliout 
to undertake, nor In any previous pres¬ 
idential outing have nil branches or the 
administration lieen so fully represent¬ 
ed nnd nolle In which tho term “gov¬ 
ernment on wheels” could lie so actu¬ 
ally and accurately applied. President 
McKinley'* pnrfy, which will Include 
tlie tnetnlH'r* of the cabinet and their 
wive*, together with a score or more of 
clerks, stenographer* aud corre*|ioiid- 
cut*. will travel Homcthlug like 20.UUU 
miles, practically belting tlie entire 
country and Including u visit to HO or 
more of tlie 4.T state* of tho Union nnd 
two or three of the territories and cov¬ 
ering a period of six weeks and |ier- 
hap* more. The administration will 
lie In a* close touch witli the affair* of 
state as though tlie chief executive nnd 
Id* adviser* were at tlieir respective of¬ 
fice* In Washington. Tho governing 
htiKlncs* will go on Just n* effectively 
a* if located “at tlie old stuud." 

Tlie trip Is ostensibly for tlie purpose 
of affording President McKinley the 
opportunity of witnessing the launch¬ 
ing of tlie battleship Ohio, which I* be¬ 
ing built at tlie Uiilon Iron xvorks nt 
Han Francisco. When the president ac¬ 
cepted the Invitation of Mr. Hcutt, tho 
head of I lie shipbuilding company, to 
lie present on till* occasion, it \vu* In' 
tended that Ids Journey would lie a 
straightaway trip to tim Pacific coast 
nnd return, consuming only so much 
time a* wii* absolutely necessary. Tim 
president, however, received no many 
courteous and pressing Invitations to 
visit various sections of tho country 
thnt tlie original plan* were changed to 
provide for an extended and elaborate 
tour, which will afford him au oppor¬ 
tunity to visit and Inspect more of tlie 
great country over which he preside* 
than lias liecu enjoyed by uuy of Ills 
predecessor* while lu office. 

Tlie detail* of tlie trip, tho prcilml- 
nnricH of which are uow practically 
completed, are wholly iu tho hand* of 
Private Secretary Ceorgo II. Cortclyou, 
who inis shown espcclul tact aud abil¬ 
ity iu managing tho various official aud 
semiofficial function* connected with 
tlie office of the chief executive of the 
uutlon.

Here tlie president will be given a re- 
eeplioti In (lie old Cablhlo building, 
where nearly a hundred year* ago were 
exchanged tho document* which trans¬ 
ferred tlie territory, embraced In tho 
Louisiana purchase from France to tho 
United State*. 

Leaving New Orleans, McKinley and 
Ids associate* will pan* over the South¬ 
ern Pacific route through Texas. New 
Mexico, Artzoun nml California. Ho 
will mako Kcvcral stops In Texas nml 
already linH iiuiucroun Invitations from 
tlie large cities In tlie l«oiie Hlnr State. 

It Is expected that nt Kl Paso Presi¬ 
dent McKinley will bo met by Presi¬ 
dent Dins of Mexico and that they will 
"Nhnku hand* across thu liordcr" on tho 
bridge which spoils the Illo (Irandc be¬ 
tween Ul Paso and Paso del Norte. Aa 
tlie president passes Into tho aUHe of 
California lie will receive an especially 
cordial reception, ns the Callfornlaua 
are laying themselves out to tunke this 
a memorable occasion. Nothing will lie 
left undone to demonstrate tho great¬ 
ness and glorv us well as the hospitali¬ 
ty of tlie great Pacific commonwealth. 
Tlie president will probably s|ieml a 
week In California, during which time 
lie will "do" tlie state pretty thorough¬ 
ly. visiting tlie Yosemltu Natlonnl park, 
tlie old Franciscan mission*, the greut 
oilfields, tin- marvelous flower gardens 
and other point* of Interest. This will 
end tlie second stage of the trip. 

Tho third stage will tnkc tlie presi¬ 
dent through tlie state* of Oregon, 
Washington.

Montana. (icMlhly 
Wyoming, Utah and Colorado, lie will 
visit all of tlie principal cities lu Ore¬ 
gon nnd Washington and will probably 
make stops overnight In Hnlt Lake 
City and Colorado Springs.

They are events of rare occurrence Md as 
a rule when held are small affairs with 
some minor articles In the w arrant in which ■ 
the mass of people take hut little interest, I 
but the meeting held In Odd Fellows 
< ipera House. East Weymouth last Friday 
night will stand on record as n genuine 
record breaker for attendance and en¬ 
thusiasm. 

At an early hour the linll was well filled 
and as the hands on the dial Indicated the 
hour for which the meeting was called. 
Town Clerk John A. Raymond read the 
warrant of four articles and the meeting 
was ready for business. 

The first article w as for the choice of a 
moderator, J. C. Howe placed Louis A 
Cook In nomination and he was elected 
by a single ballot. 

The second article was for a school- 
house at North Weymouth which the 
town voted In favor of at the annual 
meeting, but owing to a technical error 
In recording the vote the action of that 
meeting became void. 

F. II. Torrey submitted a motion sub¬ 
stantially the same as that carried at the 
previous meeting. 

The motion, which we condense, was 
to raise $25,000 by ten notes of $2,500 
each, the first to mature In lull and one 
each year thereafter until CJ20, for the 
purpose named, I. e., to erect a school- 
house In North Weymouth suitable for 
the accommodation of :C»u pupils and that 
a committee of nine persons oflier than 
the school committee be appointed to 
carry the same Into effect. Mr. Torrey 
made a/Inc pica for Ills motion and was 
Immediately followed by C. It. tireeley in 
opposition. 

Mr. Oreeley argued that the sum was 
t«si large and it was not time for the 
town to enter upon the construction of 
expensive brick buildings and Ineoiiluslon 
submitted n substitute motion that 
• 20,000 be raised and a wooden building 
be erected. 

Alvali Raymond whose voice used to 
lie beard In town meeting but who lias 
been silent for some time, next got the 
the floor and showed that the old time 
vigor and wit i* still there. Mr. Ray¬ 
mond spoke of the llll|MirtailCC of doing 
justice to North Weymouth which Is Just 
entering upon a new era in its develop¬ 
ment with a promise of a growth 
which should be encouraged and by all 
means the school-house should lie built on 
the lines laid dow n In the original motion. 

I'reston W. Lewis next got the floor 
and began to speak ou »!*•• •lurstlou but 
tin* noise and Jam In the hall disturbed 
the proceeding and It became evident 
that new arrangements must he made as 
hundreds who were outside wi re clamor¬ 
ing to get In. 

The stage was cleared of the para¬ 
phernalia which encumbered it and the 
best arrangment possible under the cir¬ 
cumstances was made to accommodate 
the crowd. The stage was packed with 
people and those on the floor rearranged 
so there w as a little more degree of com¬ 
fort.

The next article In the warrant was on 
petition of E. K. Merchant and others to 
see what action the town would take In 
regard to a renewal of the lighting sys¬ 
tem. 

M. E Hawes moved that $7,0011 he 
raised and appropriated for that purpose 
and that a committee of live In* ap|*olntcd 
to contract for and supervise the light¬ 
ing system. 

This motion brought out a spirited dis¬ 
cussion as to the clllrlency of the service 
In the past. (I. W. Raker claimed that 
suitable contracts bad not been made with 
tlie lighting company and rebates had not 
been asked for when lights had failed; lie 
further claimed that In one Instance the 
company had made a rebate of $5o, only 
91 : of which was accounted for. 

The discussion w hich w as quite pro¬ 
tracted, taking nearly two hours of time, 
w as participated In by l> M. Easton, a 
director of the lighting company, Mr. 
Carter the superintendent, J. C. Howe, J. 
L. Lincoln, I'reston. Lewis, diaries Des- 
l.aurles, William II. Wall, N. l>. Canter¬ 
bury, Peter Haley, Frank II Torrey, 
John A. Holbrook and N. W. (iardner. 
Mr. Baker offered an amendment making 
the sum to be raised and appropriated 
$•5,000, and a motion followed making It 

$ 5 , 500 . 

The moderator put the question first on 
the larger sum $7 ,000 and It was lost; he 
next tried the second sum and it shared 
the fate of the llrst; $5,500 was next 
tried and It prevailed. The motion of 
Mr. Hawes with the amended «um was 
then put and the town voted to once more 
have lights. 

N. I). Canterbury paid a beautiful tri¬ 
bute to J. C. Howe as a mostcillclent town 
olllccr and moved he lie chairman of the 
committee, and the motion prevailed, the 
moderator subsequently adding N. I). 
Canterbury, Frank II. Mason, Lysander 
llcald ami F. II. Torrey to the committee. 

The people took but little interest In the 
llnal article in the warrant, vl/.; the work¬ 
ing of Lawton street, near Nash. In fact 
nearly every one had got what they came 
for and a motion to adjourn, which pre¬ 
vailed, cut off Law ton street until some 
time In the future. 

More than a thousand people hurried to 
get out and catch the late ears or w alk to 
their homes, and the memorable meeting 
Is now a matter of history.
